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Drought to Blame 
State Quail Hunters May Get 
Shorter SeasonSmaller Limit

JEFFERSON CITY </P>—Qu ail 
hu nters, brace you rselves for a 
shorter season and a smaller bag 
limit this year. 
It’s a gloomy forecast the ex­ 
perts offered the state Conserva­ 
tion Commission, a dark ou tlook 
on which the commission is ex­ 
pected to set the 1953 qu ail season 
at its Clinton, Mo., meeting Thu rs­ 
day. 
Two years of drou ght in Mis­ 
sou ri have cu t the margin off the 
state’s 
qu ail 
popu lation. 
And 
withou t that safety edge it will 
tak e two or three years at least to 
bring the bobwhite’s nu mbers back 
to the comfortable level of, say, 
1950. 
Jack A. Stanford, the commis­ 
sion’s qu ail expert, engineered a 
statewide censu s and a stu dy of 
the prospects in these past two 
months as the drou ght extended 
its 
searing 
fingers 
across 
the 
state. 
Surv ey Made 
The surv ey showed: 
1. Popu lation down as mu ch as 
5 9 to 7 5 per cent in the sou thern 
ha lf of the state despite the prodi­ 
giou s efforts of the qu ail to nest 
and re-nest this past su mmer. 
2. An almost normal produ ction 
in northeastern Missou ri where 
rainfall was at least more nearly 
av erage and the cover 
and forage 
is more to the birds’ lik ing. 
3. A fair produ ction in north­ 
western Missou ri. Bu t that heav­ 
ily-farm ed area has been declin­ 
ing 
for years as qu ail cou ntry. 
Even a good nesting season 
in 
northwestern Missou ri is not go­ 
ing to mak e qu ail hu nting there 
as good as in other parts of the 
state, Sanford says. 
So the experts told the commis­ 
sion the season shou ld be short­ 
ened and the daily bag and pos­ 
session limit probably shou ld be 
cut to five birds. 
The biologists even considered 
requ ests that the season be elim ­ 
inated altogether this year. Bu t 
they think that is u nnecessary. 
They say 80 per cent of the qu ail 
die each year, u nder normal cir­ 
cu mstances, 
and 
the 
hu nters 
might as well help themselves to 
that 30 per cent of the crop. 
That wou ld leave a brood stock 
to carry on, small enou gh to get 
along on this w inter’s light forage 
but big enou gh so bobwhite can 
start beating his way back as 
prince of Missou ri’s u pland birds. 
The experts believe it will tak e 
at least two, and possibly three, 
good years to bring the qu ail back 
to normal nu mbers. 
Last year, despite a 
seriou s 
drou ght, the season was k ept the 
u su al length — from Nov. 
10 
throu gh Dec. 31. The daily and 
possession limits, however, were 
cu t from 10 birds to eight. 
Limit May be Six 
This year, if the commission fol­ 
lows the biologists’ recommenda­ 
tions, the season probably will be 
shortened and the limits will be 
cu t to five or six. 
Stanford said he was convinced 
the qu ail hu nters have become 
conditioned to the need for a 
shorter season 
and lower bag 
limit. 
He said the commission feels it 
is “pretty lu ck y” to have the 
whole-hearted cooperation of the 
hu nters. 
He said the hu nters’ attitu de 
was shown clearly by the nu mber 
of su ggestions received that the 
season be eliminated this year to 
protect the birds as mu ch as pos­ 
sible.

This DO program, the speak er 
said, really originated in the pro­ 
visions of the Smith-Hu ghes Act of 
1917 which was designed to pro­ 
mote trades, indu stries and home 
economics,' bu t it wasn’t u ntil 1933 
that it was discovered that the Do 
program cou ld be condu cted u nder 
its provisions. In 1924 a ‘pilot pro­ 
gram ’ was orginated at Hick man 
High School at Colu mbia ju st to 
sec how the program wou ld work 
ou t. 
In the less than a score of years 
since then the program in Missou ri 
has spread to 85 schools and last 
year there were 3.500 high school 
ju niors and seniors enrolled in it.

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Accidents, rather than disease, 
constitute the greatest single threat 
to the lives of American y oung­ 
sters, statisticians of a life insur­ 
ance company pointe^ out today . 
About 6,000 children between 
5 end 14 y ears of age are killed 
in accidents each y ear 
in 
the 
United States, 
the 
statisticians 
said. This is nearly twice the num­ 
ber of y oung lives taken by luke- 
mia and other cancers, pneumonia 
and influenza, and acute poliomy ­ 
elitis together. 
Accidents now account for one 
third of all deaths at the elemen­ 
tary school ages, whereas 15 y 'ears 
ajo the proportion was only one 
fifth. This relative increase re­ 
flects the more rapid gains ach­ 
iev ed in the conquest of diseases 
than in the control of accidents. 
While the fatal accident rate for 
these ages dropped 30 percent 
during the 15-y ear period, the 
mortality from disease dropped 
65 percent. 
An insight into how and where 
school-age boy s and girls lose 
their lives in accidents is provided 
by 476 Industrial policy death 
claim records filed with the com­ 
pany during 1951, the statisticians 
reported. 
Motor vehicle mishaps are the 
leading cause of accidental death 
at the school ages, accounting for 
39 percent of all fatal injuries last 
y ear.

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Drought to Blame 
State Quail Hunters May Get 
Shorter Season,. Smaller Limit

JEFFERSON CITY 
</P>—Quail 
hunters, brace yourselves for a 
shoiter season and a smaller bag 
limit this year. 
I t’s a gloomy forecast the ex­ 
perts offered the state Conserva­ 
tion Commission, a dark outlook 
on which the commission is ex­ 
pected to set the 1953 quail season 
at its Clinton, Mo., meeting T hurs­ 
day. 
Two years of drought in Mis­ 
souri have cut the margin off the 
state’s 
quail 
population. 
And 
without that safety edge it will 
take two or three years at least to 
bring the bobwhite’s numbers back 
to the comfortable level of, say, 
1950. 
Jack A. Stanford, the commis­ 
sion’s quail expert, engineered a 
statewide census and a study of 
the prospects in these past two 
months as the drought extended 
its 
searing 
fingers 
across 
the 
state. 
Survey Made 
The survey showed: 
1. Population down as much as 
59 to 75 per cent in the southern 
half of the state despite the prodi­ 
gious efforts of the quail to nest 
and re-nest this past summer. 
2. An almost normal production 
in 
northeastern 
Missouri where 
rainfall was at least more nearly 
average and the cover and forage 
is more to the birds’ liking. 
3. A fair production in north­ 
western Missouri. But that heav­ 
ily-farmed area has been declin­ 
ing for years as quail country. 
Even a good nesting season in 
northwestern Missouri is not go­ 
ing to make quail hunting there 
as good as in other parts of the 
state, Sanford says. 
So the experts told the commis­ 
sion the season should be short­ 
ened and the daily bag and pos­ 
session limit probably should be 
cut to five birds. 
The biologists even considered 
requests that the season be elim ­ 
inated altogether this year. But 
they think that is unnecessary. 
They say 80 per cent of the quail 
die each year, under normal cir­ 
cumstances, 
and 
the 
hunters 
might as well help themselves to 
that 30 per cent of the crop. 
That would leave a brood stock 
to carry on, small enough to get 
along on this w inter’s light forage 
but big enough so bobwhite can 
start beating his way back as 
prince of Missouri’s upland birds. 
The experts believe it will take 
at least two, and possibly three, 
good years to bring the quail back 
to normal numbers. 
Last 
year, 
despite 
a 
serious 
drought, the season was kepi the 
usual length — from 
Nov. 
10 
through Dec. 31. The daily and 
possession limits, however, were 
cut from 10 birds to eight. 
Limit May be Six 
This year, if the commission fol­ 
lows the biologists’ recom menda­ 
tions, the season probably will be 
shortened and the limits will be 
cut to five or six. 
Stanford said he was convinced 
the quail hunters have become 
conditioned 
to the need 
for 
a 
shorter season 
and 
lower 
bag 
limit. 
He said the commission feels it 
is “pretty 
lucky” 
to have 
the 
whole-hearted cooperation of the 
hunters. 
He said the hunters’ attitude 
was shown clearly by the number 
of suggestions received that the 
season be eliminated this year to 
protect the birds as much as pos­ 
sible.

About DO Program 
At Sikeston High School 


In 
something less than thirty 
minutes, at the regular Monday 
night dinner meeting of the Rotary 
Club in the Rustic Rock Inn last 
night. Carl Rodery, co-ordinator for ; 
the 
Diversified 
Occupation 
prcr 
gram at Sikeston High School gave 
hi.- listeners a graphic and com­ 
prehensive verbal picture of the 
operation of a DO program. 
This DO program, the speaker 
said, really originated in the pro- : 
I visions of the Smith-Hughes Act of 
1917 which was designed to pro- 
1 mote trades, industries and home 
j economics,’ but it wasn't until 1933 
that it was discovered that the Do 
program could be conducted under 
its provisions. In 1924 a ‘pilot pro­ 
g ram ’ was orginated at Hickman 
High School at Columbia just to 
see how the program would W’o rk 
out. 
In the less than a score of years 
since then the program in Missouri 
has spread to 85 schools and last 
year there were 3.500 high school 
juniors and seniors enrolled in it. 
I 
Up until last year. Rodery said, 
the program wras reallv in two 
parts — the Distributive Education 
section and the Diversified Occupa­ 
tion section. The former was for 
training students in office work and 
in this state, the DE program could 
only be successfully operated in 
large cities. 
While the various state board of 
education 
write 
their own 
pro­ 
grams. such programs must be ap- 
proved by the U. S. Department 
of Education in order to secure 
the federal financial support. Mis­ 
souri set up a five year plan a 
year ago and ooerated for one j 
year with no change but last year I 
the federal agency handed down a 
ruling eliminating the office train 
ing. or DE program. 
One reason for the apoarently 
slow spread of the DO training 
in Missouri has been the difficulty 
in securing co-ordinators who could 
meet the rigid requirements for 
the position. For instance the co­ 
ordinator must have had two years 
working experience in industry: 
must have had 350 hours of Smith- 
Hughes laws, i.e., training under 
the act’s provisions: 
must have 
had at least one year’s teaching 
experience before he can secure 
a five year certificate. And before 
he can renew this certificate he 
must have attended summer school 
and gained at least eight hours of 
college credits and also wmrked 
some in industry. 
Not any and every high school 
student can take the Do program. 
He must be at least 16 years of 
age and be cither a junior or a 
senior. The student must choose 
the occupation he wants to enter, 
and. sometimes Rodery said, this 
causes trouble as the student can’t 
always make up his mind. But the 
students have twfo weeks right af­ 
ter school opens in which to either 
find a job for themselves that is 
acceptable under the program or 
accept a job secured for them by 
the co-ordinator. 
And not just any job will do. The 
job must have qualifications also. J 
The job should be one requiring 
2.000 hours to learn over a two 
year period including school time. ; 
This is because it is desired that 
the employer of a DO student move J 
the student around from job to job 
in the business so he, or she, will 
get a complete knowledge of the 
business. 
It must be a job that will give 
the student at least 15 hours a 
week of work and a minimum of 
two hours daily. The job must re­ 
quire the student to really work 
at it as the DO program wants the 
student to pay his, or her way by 
earning what the employer pays, j 
The purpose of the program, he 
said was to train and help student 
and help the omolover. 
Reap Benefits 
One of the greatest benefits to 
the student is that the DO is sort 
of stepping stone that bridges the 
gap between school days and in­ 
dustry . The students in the DO 
program “have one foot in indus­ 
try and one foot in school" and 
when thev graduate and go job 
hunting it helps if thev can tell 
their prospective employer they 
have had experience. 
Commg down to Sikeston, Rod­ 
ery said there are 38 high school 
students in the DO program who 
are engaged in about 20 occupa­ 
tions. Over the state there are 
some 
150 occupations 
in 
which 
3 500 students are engaged and of 
these about 80 per cent according 
to records, follow' the same line 
of business after they graduate as 
they did in the DO program. 
One of the most important fac­ 
tors in the DO program is that 
it stimulaes interest among busi­ 
ness men in the school system and 
helps them to realize the effort 
being made to fit the students for 
jobs after they graduate.

State Quail Hunters May Get 
Shorter Season,. Smaller Limit

JEFFERSON CITY i/P>—Quail 
hunters, brace yourselves for a 
shul tor season and a smaller bag 
limit this year. 
It’s a gloomy forecast the ex­ 
perts offered the state Conserva­ 
tion Commission, a dark outlook 
on which the commission is ex­ 
pected to set the 1953 quail season 
at its Clinton, Mo., meeting Thurs­ 
day. 
Two years of drought in Mis­ 
souri have cut the margin off the 
state’s 
quail 
population. 
And 
without that safety edge it will 
take two or three years at least to 
bring the bobwhite’s numbers back 
to the comfortable level of, say, 
1950. 
Jack A. Stanford, the commis­ 
sion’s quail expert, engineered a 
statewide census and a study of 
the prospects in these past two 
months as the drought extended 
its 
searing 
fingers 
across 
the 
state. 
Survey Made 
The survey showed: 
1. Population down as much as 
59 to 75 per cent in the southern 
half of the state despite the prodi­ 
gious efforts of the quail to nest 
and re-nest this past summer. 
2. An almost normal production 1 
in northeastern 
Missouri where 
rainfall was at least more nearly I 
average and the cover and forage 
is more to the birds’ liking. 
3. A lair production in north­ 
western Missouri. But that heav­ 
ily-farmed area has been declin­ 
ing for years as quail country. 
Even a good nesting season in 
northwestern Missouri is not go­ 
ing to make quail hunting there 
as good as in other parts of the 
state, Sanford says. 
So tile experts told the commis­ 
sion the season should be short­ 
ened and the daily bag and pos­ 
session limit probably should be 
cut to five birds. 
The biologists even considered 
requests that the season be elim­ 
inated altogether this year. But 
they think that is unnecessary. 
They say 80 per cent of the quail 
die each year, under normal cir­ 
cumstances, 
and 
the 
hunters 
might as well help themselves to 
that 30 per cent of the crop. 
That would leave a brood stock 
to carry on, small enough to get 
along on this w inter’s light forage 
but big enough so bobwhite can 
start beating his way back as 
prince of Missouri’s upland birds. 
The experts believe it will take 
at least two, and possibly three, 
good years to bring the quail back 
to normal numbers. 
Last year, despite a 
serious 
drought, the season was kept the 
usual length — from Nov. 
IO 
through Dec. 31. The daily and 
possession limits, however, were 
cut from IO birds to eight. 
Limit May be Six 
This year, if the commission fol­ 
lows the biologists’ recommenda­ 
tions, the season probably will be 
shortened and the limits will be 
cut to five or six. 
Stanford said he was convinced 
the quail hunters have become 
conditioned to the need for a 
shorter season 
and low’er bag 
limit. 
He said the commission feels it 
is “pretty lucky’’ to have the 
whole-hearted cooperation of the 
hunters. 
He said the hunters’ attitude 
was shown clearly by the number 
of suggestions received that the 
season be eliminated this year to 
protect the birds as much as pos­ 
sible.
